No city in Iowa offers better inducements for men with capi- 
tal and « desire to invest it in manufacturing, than does Wa- 
verly. ‘The field is not restricted to any one line of industries, 
but many varieties of manufacturing could be most successful- 
ly carried on here. Fuel is cheap if steam is the preferred 
motive power and we have a water power that could easily be 
made to turn every wheel that might wish to run by its force. 
For raw materials Waverly is wonderfully endowed; the vicin- 
ity producing great quantities of grain of all kinds; straw suit- 
able for tow, linen and paper mills; vegetables for canning 
purposes; clay for tiling and brick; oak, elm, black walnut, 
ash, poplar, hickory, maple and basswood; limestone; cat-

of fruit. A factory for the manufacture of agricultural imple- 
ments would if located here find its entire capacity fully taxed 
in supplying the immense demand from its own immediate en- 
vironment. Wooden ware is another line of goods that could 
be profitably put on the market from Waverly, and a factory 
employing from one hundred to three hundred people would 
pay dividends from the start. 

Parties are now figuring on putting ina chicory mill and if 
the project is put in operation our farmers will have an oppor- 
tunity to raise a more profitable crop than corn and oats, 

The bicycle industry is yet in its infancy. The demand for 
wheels is so great that every locality will have its own factory 
soon, and Waverly is undoubtedly the best place in northern 
Iowa to locate one. 

A packing house would do an excellent business here and the 
opportunity will soon be snapped up by some enterprising cor- 
poration, without a doubt; and whoever will open a factory for 
the manufacture of cheese in Waverly will congratulate him- 
self for having done so, as this is getting to be a great dairy 
country and we have no cheese factory in this immediate vi- 
cinity. In this connection we will say that the demend for con- 
densed milk is on the increase and a factory for its production 
would receive substantial encouragement here, as also would 
the manufacturing of vinegar, preserved fruits and jellies, 
pickles, brooms, soap, starch, a straw paper mill, a mill to

“{JIVERS of purest 
water from two

wells 140 and 65 feet 


deep, are being contin- 
ually forced 
tive miles of pipe under 
the streets of Waverly 
by two duplex Smith, 
Vaile pumps that have 
a capacity of 1,500,000 


through 
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gallons per day. The pumps are worked by water power own- 
ed by the city. The system cost $40,000 and is a perfect suc- 
cess, the supply of water being practically inexhaustible. Fire 
hydrants are placed at convenient intervals throughout the 
city and sufficient force can be developed to throw water over 
any building within the tire limits. An immense reservoir 
tank on the highest point of land in the city takes up the sur- 
plus water and acts as a reserve force when the wheels are 
shut down, sufficient to supply the city twenty-four hours, 
should occasion require. These works are in charge of Super- 
intendent H. C. Fisk, a man in every way competent to hold so 
important a trust. We print herewith a portrait of Superin- 
tendent Fisk, who was born July 16, 1843, at Belvidere. IL, 
where he resided until 1861, when he moved to Waverly. For 
a number of years Mr. Fisk 
worked in the dry yvoods 
store of J. F. Brown, after 
which he learned teleg- 
raphy and worked as op- 
erator for the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad Company 
about ten years. He 
appointed ‘superintendent 
of the Waverly water- 
works in October 1892, and

state of lowa can 
be credited with a more | 
clean and honestly earned 
reputation as a public ser- 
vant of the highest ability 
and repute, who has been 
honored repeatedly by his 
fellow citizens both in pub- 
lic and private life as can — 
Mr. Louis Case, cashier of the State Bank of Waverly. 

Mr. Case was born in Harmony, Chautauqua county, N.’Y., 
July 6, 1834, and was reared upon a farm. He attended one 
term at Mayville Academy and one term at Jamestown Acad- 
emy, prominent educational institutions in Chautauqua county; 
with these exceptions his education was obtained at the dis- 
trict school. In 1854, when in his twenty-first year, Mr. Case 
went to Hlinois, locating in DeKalb county. 
ed one year engaged in teaching school.

In March, 1855, he 
again emigrated westward, locating at Delhi, Delaware coun- 
ty, lowa, where he was employed in the office of the recorder 
of deeds. This position he retained until August of the same 
year, when he again moved west and settled at Waverly, where

he has since resided, and from that day has been one of the 
chief factors in making our city whatitis to-day. Public spir- 
ited and unselfish, he has never let an opportunity wherein he 
might, even ina small way, do something to improve or mod- 
ernize our city pass by him unnoticed or unassisted, Entering 
the office of recorder as clerk, soon after his arrival in Waver- 
ly, Mr. Case continued there until June 1858. In August of 
that year he was elected clerk of the district court. In Octo- 
ber, 1860, he was re-elected to the same office, having received 
a unanimous nomination in the republican county convention, 
In October, 1864, he was elected recorder of deeds for Bremer 
county, continuing in that office the two succeeding years. He 
was appointed county judge in January 1869, and in the follow- 
ing October he was elected the first county auditor, serving the 
full term.

The fruit from the varieties that 
he carries out-sells the imported goods in 
our markets. Cherries in great abun- 
dance thrive;, some pears and peaches are 
doing well and altogether his stock is sec- 
ond to none in this section of the country. 
Mr. Reeves is prepared to supply the mar- 
ket with any goods in this line and fora 
number of years has been furnishing stock 
to other nurserymen. He has men on the road canvassing, 
and disposes of animmense amount of goods annually, Any- 
thing he thinks of value he first tests on his own grounds be- 
fore offering to customers. This year he sold several wagon 
loads of apples grown from trees planted in 1887,

SOUR years ago surveys were made by 
civil engineer Chas. F, Loweth of 

St. Paul, Minn., and an elaborate system 
of sewerage was planned and adopted by 
our city council. Work on these plans 
has steadily progressed from that time 
and when completed Waverly will have 
one of the very best sewer systems in op- 
eration in any city of the state of Iowa. 
The survey and plans cost the city about 
$600.00 and comprehend a system of sani- 
tary, and surface sewage five 
miles in its entire length, that when all

money will enhance the value of property 
in a degree entirely commensurate with 
the outlay. The river, in which the flow 
of water past our city is never less than 
150 cubic feet per second would carry 
off, as estimated by U.S. engineers the sewage of a city inhabi- 
ted by 50,000 people. This is where Waverly has a great ad- 
vantage over less advantageously located cities.

are to empty into flowing water some distance below the dam 
and bridge, consequently there will be no contamination of the 
water until it has passed through the city. Health officers ap-

fensive to accumulate. 
In this respect our 
city is a model for neat- 
ness and owing to our
